PORTSMOUTH, O , April 89 —At Ha1* erhill, 


a small town in the eastern part of Bcioto 
County, on tha Ohio i-iver, Dr W T 
Northup, a prominent physician and vice 
ptesident of the Scioto County Medical 
Society, was brutally murdered at three 
o'clock yesterday afternoon by Thomas 
McCoy, a saloon keeper, and his brother 
Alfred, the postmaster of Haverhill, aid- 
ed by Fierson and James McCoy, sons of 
Alfred and aged twenty and fifteen The 
McCoys are Whisky Democrats, and Dr 
Northup was a Prohibition Republican 
The McCoys had always run the town 
ship elections to suit themselves till

considered their political rights, followed

MEETING OF THE LADIES. 


Sessions of the W. F. M. Society of 


Deoator District at the Chapel. 


The annual two days' session of the 


Woman's Foreign Missionary Society of 
the Methodist church for Deoatnr Dis- 
trict finished its business at noon to-day 
and adjourned. The society embraces 
about 50 churches in the district, and 
each auxiliary society is entitled to two 
delegates. The session opened Thurs- 
day afternoon with devotional exercises 
led by Mrs. John D. Henkle, words of 
welcome by Mrs. T. I. Conltas, response 
by Mrs. B. M. Wilson, of Lincoln. The 
presiding officer, Mrs. Horace Beed, of 
Mattoon, Conference secretary, delivered 
an address. She urged the society to 
renewed efforts in the missionary work. 
Reports from auxiliary societies were 
heard, when Mies Franc Baker, of Michi- 
gan, a gifted woman and an earnest or- 
ganizer, offered remarks. The Eureka 
Mission Band, ot Stapp's Chapel, having 
a membership of 16, was organized at 
once. They will meet Saturday after- 
noon at the home of Mrs. Stevens and 
arrange for active work. 


At the evening session a larger audi- 


ence was present. Devotional exercises 
were conducted by Mrs. Reed, and Bev. 
W. H. Wilder, Bev. T. I. Coultas and 
Bev. George Stevens delivered five min- 
ute speeches. 


Miss Baker spoke for an hour, deliver- 


ing her address on "Around the World 
in 40 Minutes." The lady spoke extem- 
poraneously and presented the grand re- 
sults accomplished by the Woman's For- 
eign Missionary Society and the possi- 
bilities of the future in a most interest- 
ing and instructive manner. She named 
every missionary now in foreign climes, 
those who had died, and those who had 
gone over to the majority—got married. 
The society employs only unmarried 
women and widows in the foreign work. 
By the use of maps Miss Baker took 
her hearers around the world, to Mexico, 
Japan, China, India, Bulgaria, Italy and 
to Africa. The society has stations in 
all these countries except Africa. 
Speak- 


ing of the customs of the people of the 
different countries, Miss Baker gave 
many interesting facts. In Japan the 
women have no name at all—they are 
simply designated as No. 1,2, 3, and so 
on. Women nre not seen on the streets 
in day time. They have a great bell that 
is tapped along about 8:30 at night. The 
ringing is the signal for all the men to 
disappear into their homes, when the 
women turn out for a walk. The speaker 
remarked that such a custom might pre- 
vail in some parts of this country with 
good results. She gave a full explana- 
tion of the custom of feet binding in Ja- 
pan, the high caste women submitting to 
the custom because it is fashionable, and 
what won't women do for fashion—and 
men, too? The bones of the feet are con- 
tracted by the use of stout ribbons .until 
nothing is left ot the foot to go into the 
three-inch shoe except the great toe and 
a crushed lump of bones and flesh. The 
women have to be carried about, and 
some navigate by using canes. In that 
country there are but few women. The 
fathers when they are home drown all 
girl babies at birth. In India the condi- 
tion of women is sad indeed. They ore 
scarcely recognized as having souls. It 
is common for boys of five and girls of 
three years to be married, and for chil- 
dren to become parents. There are 21 
millions of widows in India, none of 
whom nre allowed to marry again, but 
instead they become servants and lead a 
miserable life until they die.

As I looked a» tbe trata which stood 
waiting for us, a, strang*, "I have seen this 
before" sort of feeling came over me. Then 
was nothing familiar In tbe name painted 
on the can, but nevertheless I felt cer- 
tain that I bad- ridden In them before. 
_ looked closer, and there, under the coat of 
fresh paint, blistered by the Florida sun, I 
read that familiar legend, "New York and 
Brooklyn Bridge." Could it be possible that 
I was going to take a ride again in the old 
irtdge can, and amid neb surroundings! 


It was with queer sensations that I entered 


the well known doorway and seated myself 
on the cool cane seats. I smiled grimly to 
myself as I thought how often I ha 1 shivered 
on them on a ride over the bridge. Familiar 
though the can were, how strange was every- 
thing else. In place of the busy crowd of 
[Tew Yorkers, Intent only on business, was 
the moilsy crowd of Idlers, .of black hack men 
and porters, and some few tourists and in- 
valids. The little low wooden depot was a 
strange substitute for the big bridge station. 
Beyond it wore tbe dirty, nnpaved streets of 
Jacksonville, and beyond them a few spires 
and roofs of business blocks. But the train 
was ready to start; tbe conductor yelled 
"All aboard." That at least was familial-, and 
we pulled away from the station. 


"How different everything is," thought I. 


How fantastically unreal to look out on such 
scenes from a Brooklyn bridge carl How 
strange-to took out on Wild masses of semi- 
tropical vegetation on broad stretches of 
country without house or human being in 
sight, or tbe emggliih river, its surface un- 
broken by the ripple of anything larger than 
• river steamer; to see tbe flamingo and stork 
rise bully from their perches beside some 
still jool; to note the ripple where an alliga- 
tor just slid into the stream; to see all these 
through the same windows that had watched 
so long tbe busy harbor of New York. To 
look out here on nature in her wildest, most 
luxuriant moods and think that once toe 
same car hung poised above all tbe wealth 
and artlfleial Ufe of a human bee hive of 
8,000,000 soula To have the window open 
and feel the warm, balmy air of the soutben 
winter blowing fresh on your cheek, and to 
think that but a few months before the same 
window protected you from the piercing cold 
and driving sleet and snow of a northern 
winter. It was strange Indeed to think of all 
those things. 


But unfamiliar as were the surroundings 


tbe difference to iti passengers must have 1m 
presssd tbe car and furnished it endless sub- 
jects for reflection.

Tourists and 
winter residents from the north made up the 
bulk of the passengers; gay butterflies of 
fashion who fljt from Newport to Saratoga, 
and from Long Branch to Lenox, stop at 
Cape May, and then away to Florida for tbe 
winter. Two young beauties come hither 
because it is fashionable, and because one can 
rest here and still be fashionable. A pair of 
elderly ones come here to repair tbe ravages 
of last season's campaign, and to make ready 
for the dissipations of the next. Across the 
way sat an old man, the numerous wrinkles 
In his face telling of age and feebleness. Ho 
. was a man worth millions, but palsied and 
stricken by; age his gold availed him nothing, 
and he had come hither to seek a month, a 
day, or eveu an hour more of life in Florida 
when life in New York was no longer 
possible,
